Danger to many co untries o f increasing 
trade with Russia is ex emplified by the case 
o f Finland. After Russia inv aded Finland 
during Wo rld War II, the Reds fo rced the 
Finn s to agree to pay $57 0,000,000 in repar­ 
atio ns o v er an eight-y ear perio d, an eno r­ 
mo us sum fo r that little co untry . 
Russia accepted mo st o f the reparatio ns 
in the fo rm o f Finnish pro ducts. This tied 
Finnish industries to the Russian market. 
The Finns tried to break lo o se and gear 
their industries to the free wo rld market, 
but with o nly partial success. 
No w sev eral industries are no t o nly o per­ 
ating to supply the Russian market but are 
financed by Russian lo ans and credits. 
If Russia to ld Finland there wo uld be no 
mo re markets fo r Finnish go o ds unless the 
Finns reo rganized their go v ernment at the 
dictatio n o f Mo sco w, what wo uld Helsinki 
do ? If it resisted, there wo uld be unemplo y ­ 
ment, a depressio n and a go v ernment crisis. 
If it y ielded, ano ther co untry wo uld hav e 
been added to the Co mmunist blo c. 
The Scandanav ian natio ns and o ther 
co untries, as well as sev eral in Asia, co uld 
drift into a similar fix by increasing their 
ex po rts to Russia and o ther Co mmunist 
lands. What Russia has failed to gain in the 
co ld po litical war co uld be wo n in wo rld 
trade by maneuv ering co untries into de­ 
pendence o n the Russian market and then 
threatening to cut o ff that o utlet unless 
Co mmunist regimes were installed.

WASHINGTON JP — President Elsenhower has 
not told the Red Chinese p recisely all the islands 
ly ing off the China mainland which this cou ntry 
wou ld fight to defend against their attack 
Before the p resent tension is ov er, this cou ntry 
may hav e to tell he Chinese Reds: “Step ashore on 
any of these islands and it means w ar.” 
In his message to Congress Monday , Eisenhower 
ask ed its ap p rov al beforehand for any action he 
might think necessary ’ to defend Formosa and the 
Pescadores Islands. He inclu ded, withou t naming 
them, “ closely related localities” which the Reds 
might u se for an attack on Formosa. 
Since he did not sp ecify which small offshore is­ 
lands this cou ntry wou ld help Chiang Kai-shek ’s Chi­ 
nese Nationalists to defend, his message was essen 
tially a retatem ent of what he had said before: that 
the United States wou ld fight to defend Formosa 
and the nearby Pescadores. 
He left v agu e this cou ntry ’s intentions abou t the 
other islands, naming only Qu emoy as “one of the 
natu ral ap p roaches to Formosa.*’ The p u rp ose may 
hav e been to k eep the Red Chinese gu essing Bu t if 
that w’as its p u rp ose, v agu eness did not deter them 
before. 
I*.*st week the Commu nists cap tu red the tiny 
Chiang-held island of Yik iangshan and attack ed ihe 
Tachens, an island grou p near Yik iangshan 
They 
may try their lu ck again and test this cou ntry ’s in­ 
tentions by fu rther attack s. 
The p u rp ose of the President’s message may hav e 
been p sy chological too: to show by firm langu age, 
back ed by Congress, that this cou ntry was willing 
to act if p u shed too far. 
It is k nown that his adv isers thou ght it might be 
w’eil to draw a p recise defense line bu t decided 
against it. His top adv isers, the National Secu rity 
Cou ncil, may hav e drawn the line in secret. 
This is not the first time the p roblem of drawing a 
p recise line has arisen p u blicly 
In a talk before 
the National Press Clu b rgi Jan 12, 19 50, six months 
before the Korean War, Secretary of State Dean 
A cheson p u blicly stated this cou ntry ’s defense p eri­ 
m eter in the Pacific: the Aleu tian Islands, Jap an, 
the Ry u k y u Islands and the Philip p ines. 
He did not mention Formosa, which at that time 
the United States did not intend to defend. Nor did 
he mention Korea within the defense p erim eter, an 
omission which the Rep u blicans threw u p to him 
later, after the Commu nist attack there. 
Bu t Acheson did say of “ other Pacific’’ areas that, 
if they were attack ed, they wou ld hav e to defend 
themselv es u ntil the United States and the United 
Nations cou ld go to their assistance. That was what 
hap p ened in Korea. 
Eisenhower in a 19 52 talk said Acheson had “ex ­ 
clu ded” Korea. Acheson accu sed Eisenhower of “tor­ 
tu ring” the tru th. The Rep u blican argu m ent was 
that if Acheson had sp ecifically inclu ded Korea in 
his defense line, the Commu nists might not hav e at­ 
tack ed.
